Here  is  opportunity  not  only  for  comradeship, 
for  fellowship  in  recreation  and  social  activities, 
but  also  for  interchange  of  experiences  between 
student  and  worker,  between  employer  and  em¬ 
ployee,  between  clergyman  and  layman,  between 
churched  and  unchurched,  opportunities  valuable 
alike  to  all.  In  a  word,  the  Union  helps  young  men 
to  help  themselves  by  helping  one  another.  To 
this  “Headquarters  of  Opportunity,”  regardless 
of  race  or  creed,  all  young  men  are  cordially  wel¬ 
comed.  Welcome  is  given  to  the 
WEL(X)ME  stranger  in  the  city,  to  those  who 

STRANGERS  come  f°r  help,  for  recreation,  for 

study,  for  assistance  in  securing 
employment,  for  guidance  to  lodging  or  church.  A 
hearty  welcome,  too,  is  extended  to  those  who 
come  to  assist  in  this  effort  for  the  other  fellow. 
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Indeed,  to  these  is  perhaps  afforded  the  greater 
opportunity,  for  in  helping  others,  comes  to  us  not 
only  much  pleasure,  but  also  the  greatest  strengthen¬ 
ing  of  character  and  greatest  real  development. 

The  organization  of  members  into  intimate 
groups  for  various  forms  of  social  pleasure,  recrea¬ 
tion,  or  study  is  constantly  en-

to  developing  the  self-government  of 
these  groups,  clubs,  and  classes,  the  plan  offering 
unusual  opportunities  for  the  development  of  citizen¬ 
ship,  a  citizenship  which  properly  recognizes  both  en¬ 
joyment  of  the  privileges  of  association  in  the  group 
and  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  to  the  group. 

The  Camera  Club,  the  Orchestral  Club,  the 
Debating  Club,  the  Bowling  League,  the  Camping 
Club,  the  Wrestling  Club,  the  Dancing 
Class,  and  the  Sub-committee  on  Gymna- 
sium  have  extended  the  successes  of  previous  years, 
and  to  these  has  been  added  the  Sub-committee  on 
Members,  contributing  distinctly  to  the  welcome  of 
new  members,  and  developing  a  more  active  inter¬ 
est  in  the  general  social  life  as  well  as  a  stronger  per¬

made  its  bow; 
and  its  several 
simple  re¬ 
ceptions,  exhi¬ 
bitions,  and  informal  gatherings  have  been  much 
enjoyed.  The  Shoe  and  Leather  Club,  composed  of 
eighteen  boot  and  shoe  clerks  and  salesmen,  organ¬ 
ized  with  its  own  officers,  has  been  assisted  in  secur¬ 
ing  a  leader  and  special  speakers  for  its  round-table 
study  of  subjects  relating  to  the  every-day  work  of 
its  members.  The  success  of  this  club  is  a  stimulat¬ 
ing  suggestion  of  the  many  possibilities  for  definite 
and  practical  co-operation  between  employer  and 
employee,  possibilities  which,  it  is  hoped,  may  come 
to  the  attention  and  arouse  the  interest  of  both. 

Conscious  of  the  overlapping  in  the  work  of  the 
city’s  many  social  activities,  the  Board  has  con¬ 
stantly  in  mind  the  importance

CO-OPERATION  c^es’  Effort  is  made  to  avoid 

duplication,  even  to  the  extent 
of  dropping  entirely  lines  of  endeavor  where  it  is 
found  that  the  work  can  better  be  done  by  others. 
The  co-operation  of  settlement  houses,  boys’  clubs, 
and  similar  organizations,  as  well  as  of  the  public 
schools  and  the  many  educational  institutions  in 
and  about  the  city,  has  been  particularly  invited. 
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Definite  and  intimate  co-operation  of  the  various 
churches  is  sought,  and  effort  is  made  to  draw  to 
the  attention  of  our  members  special 
activities  in  the  different  churches. 
Young  people’s  societies  assist  in  the  Sunday  after¬ 
noon  receptions  of  the  President  and  Mrs.  Locke. 
The  Tremont  Temple  Brotherhood  has  been  again 
accommodated  with  the  facilities  of  our  Gymnasium. 

Our  physical  department  joins  heartily  in  the 
efforts  of  the  Municipal  Athletic  x4ssociation  for 
greater  out-door  recreational  activity.  Groups  of 
our  gymnasium  members  have  participated  in 
various  athletic  programmes  of  individual  societies 
or  in  more  general  public  demonstrations. 

The  extended  co-operation  of  business  men, 
notably  in  connection  with  the  Class  in  Business 
Efficiency  and  Salesmanship,  where  the  lectures 
given  and  the  pictures  of  business-doing  presented 
have  been  under  their  immediate  direction,  only 
points  the  way  to  greater  possibilities.  This  first¬ 
hand  instruction  and  practical  train¬ 
ing  must  mean  not  only  helpful  aid 
to  the  young  men,  but  also  distinct 
benefit  to  the  business  men,  through  the  more 
valuable  service  rendered  by  employees  who  profit 
by  the  opportunities  provided  through  this  co¬ 
operation  of  employers  and  the  Union. 

We  regret  to  announce  the  death  on  May  26, 
1913,  of  Hon.  George  G.  Crocker,  who  was  one  of 
the  earnest  workers  at  the  time  of  the  Reorganiza¬ 
tion  in  1868,  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
from  1867  to  1877,  and  afterward,  from  October 
29,  1909,  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Perma¬ 
nent  Fund.

FINANCE. 

The  general  policy  has  been  continued  of  requir¬ 
ing  that  the  cost  of  the  Union’s  numerous  activities 

should  be  met  by  special  fees 
CONTRIBUTIONS  anq  (]ues  paid  by  the  partici- 

ENDOWMENT  pating  members  in  so  far  as 

they  can  be  consistently  ex¬ 
pected  to  bear  the  burden.  This  plan  is  stimulat¬ 
ing  to  the  independence  of  the  members  and  at 
the  same  time  permits  of  the  application  of  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  regular  annual  contribu¬ 
tions  and  income  from  endowment  for  extension 
in  lines  of  effort  constantly  suggesting  themselves. 

Generous 
legacies  have 
steadily  added 
to  the  Per¬ 
manent  Fund, 
and,  supple¬ 
mented  by 
liberal  annual 
donations, 
have  made 
possible  con-

The  growth  of  the  Union’s  work  is  perhaps  evi¬ 
denced  in  no  more  positive  manner  than  through 

_  the  taking  over  for  our  own  work

EXTENSION  P01’tions  oi  the  building  pre¬ 

viously  leased  for  business  purposes. 
This  extension  has  gone  on  until  now  substantially 
the  whole  building,  covering  a  ground  area  of  over 
16,000  square  feet,  and  extending  from  Boylston 
Street  through  to  LaGrange  Street,  and  from  Tam- 
worth  to  Boylston  Square,  is  occupied  by  our  own 
activities.  The  large  room  on  the  street  floor  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  Wildey  Savings  Bank,  and  two  or 
three  smaller  rooms  in  the  very  top  of  the  Boylston 
Street  front  of  the  building  are  the  only  exceptions. 

Even  with  this  extension  of  facilities,  it  has  often 
been  found  difficult  to  provide  for  the  many  classes 
and  meetings.  The  desirability  is  again  urged  of 
very  definite  consideration  of  the  future  require¬ 
ments  in  this  direction.  The  necessity  for  new 
and  more  suitably  designed  quarters  is  emphasized 
by  the  constant  demand  for  remodelling  or  re¬ 
arranging  old  quarters  to  meet  modern  needs,  a 
difficult  and  expensive  undertaking. 

The  Committee  is  glad  to  report  a  continued 
increased  demand  for  rooms  for  classes  and  small 
club  gatherings,  a  demand  so  great  that 
at  times  it  has  been  found  necessarv  to 
make  use  even  of  the  Directors’  Room 
and  President’s  Office.  The  meetings  of 
the  Shoe  and  Leather  Club  on  Thursday  evenings 
have  been  regularly  held  in  this  room.  There  has 
been  a  call  rather  greater  than  usual  for  halls  for

larger  gatherings,  both  for  our  own  events  and  for 
meetings  and  entertainments  by  outside  parties, 
and  both  The  Union  Hall  and  Norcross  Hall  have 
been  in  more  general  use  than  for  some  years. 

A  new  flagpole  has  been  erected  over  the  front 
entrance,  and  a  special  Union  banner 
in  blue  and  white  has  been  ordered  for 
regular  daily  use  when  the  national 
colors  are  not  displayed. 

The  arrangement  of  last  year  with  the  city  of 
Boston  for  the  accommodation  of  its  Continuation 
School  has  been  continued,  the  daytime  use  of  our 
class-rooms,  ordinarily  occupied  by  us  only  in  the 
evening,  proving  of  advantage  alike  to  the  city  and 
to  the  Union. 

The  , Committee  is  sure  that  it  voices  the  senti¬ 
ment  of  officers  and  members  in  recording  cordial 
appreciation  of  the  earnest  efforts  and  co-operation 
of  each  and  all  of  the  employed  force.  No  changes, 
save  in  some  minor  positions,  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  heads  of  departments  with 
the  president  are  held  dailv,  and  oeca-

staff  have  been  held,  and  have  helped 
to  stimulate  all  to  more  effective  accomplishment.

As  we  have  said  so  often, 
these  gatherings  of  individual  members  with  similar 
tastes  and  desires  for  improvement  are  not  only  a 
great  source  of  pleasure  to  those  who  join  in  them, 
but  also  of  great  benefit  to  the  Union  and  of  grati¬ 
fication  to  those  who  have  its  interests  at  heart.

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We  wish  particularly  to  speak  of  the  Sub-commit¬ 
tee  on  Members,  a  group  of  young  men  who  have 
voluntarily  given  a  great  deal  of  their  time  and 
energy  in  seconding  our  efforts  to  make  membership 
in  the  Union  mean  something  more  to  all  of  us. 
We  thank  them,  one  and  all,  for  their  devotion  and 
loyalty.

In  order  to  prove  that  this  feeling  of  loyalty  is 
wide-spread  among  our  members,  we  have  had  made 
pins,  inscribed  with  the  Union  in-

moderate  cost.  The  rapidity  and 
unanimity  with  which  these  pins  were  applied  for 
far  exceeded  even  our  expectation. 

President  and  Mrs.  Locke  have  held  a  series  of 
very  informal  afternoon  receptions  for  members 
and  their  young  men  and  young  women  friends  on 
the  third  Sunday  of  the  month  throughout  the 
winter.  The  Sub-committee  on  Members  has  acted 
as  a  special  reception  committee,  to  assist  in  in¬ 
troductions  and  general  sociability.  Prominent 
clergymen,  educators,  social  workers,  and  friends 
interested  in  the  Union  work  have  been  invited,  and 
have  been  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  make  the 
acquaintance  of  our  members  and  to  talk  over  with 
them  their  hopes  and  ambitions.  The  meetings 
have  afforded  a  means  of  more  direct  co-operation 
with  the  various  churches,  providing  both  the 
opportunity  for  contribution  by  the  church,  through 
its  clubs  or  committees,  to  the  work  of  the  Union 
and  the  possibility  of  a  natural  introduction  of 
some  of  the  Union  members  through  acquaint¬ 
ances  thus  formed  into  more  definite  church  con¬ 
nection. 
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ENTERTAINMENTS. 


Musical  programmes  have  been  supplied  for 
each  meeting  by  members  of  the  Union  Orchestral 
Club,  or  other  friends  interested,  and  have  added 
to  the  pleasure  of  the  gatherings. 

During  the  past  year  the  matter  of  entertain¬ 
ments,  which  formerly  was  handled  by  another 
committee,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Committee 
on  Members.  The  high-class  entertainments  of 

every  type  so  well  provided 
throughout  the  city  renders 
less  important  the  conduct  by  the  Union  of  any 
regular  course.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  encour¬ 
aging  little  groups  of  members  to  get  together  fre¬ 
quently  for  good  fellowship  and  to  plan  and  carry 
out  more  elaborate  programmes  in  which  the  mem¬ 
bers  and  their  friends  participate. 

There  have  been  recitals  by  the  Elocution  Class. 
The  Orchestral  Club  in  addition  to  its  regular  public 
rehearsals  has  provided  music  on  various  occasions. 
Among  the  interesting  programmes  of  this  character 
have  been:  the  Public  Debates  of  the  Debating 
Club;  the  New  Members’  Night,  a  very  successful 
affair  arranged  by  the  Sub-committee  on  Members; 
the  Amateur  Theatricals  by  the  Wallack  Dramatic 
Club;  and  several  Illustrated  Lectures. 

We  hope  to  receive  suggestions  from  the  members 
in  regard  to  lectures  or  entertainments  as  well  as 

all  other  matters  relating  to  the 
welfare,  comfort,  and  convenience 
of  all.  Such  suggestions  will  be  thankfully  received 
and  are  cordially  requested.

This  committee  is  charged  with  the  supervision 
of  all  clubs,  classes,  lectures,  and  meetings  for 
instruction  or  discussion,  and  has  general  charge  of 
the  library. 

CLASSES. 

In  the  educational  work,  the  round-table  plan  of 
conducting  classes  has  been  continued  where  possi¬ 
ble;  pupils  discuss  one  another's

co-operate  under  the  leadership  of  the 
instructors.  This  plan  makes  possible  the  greatest 
proportion  of  individual  attention,  and  seems 

especially  de¬ 
sirable  for  the 
pupils  at¬ 
tracted  to  our 
i  n  stitution. 
Rather  more 
than  usual 
interest  and 
e  arnest  ness 
on  the  part 
of  pupils  has 


problems  and  difficulties,  and  all 
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been  noted, 
evidenced 
both  by  slight¬ 
ly  increased 
enrolment  and 
by  a  some¬ 
what  higher 
average  of  at¬ 
tendance. 

Continued 
effort  is  made 
to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  different  classes  as 
well  as  to  establish,  so  far  as  is  possible,  definite 
connections  with  other  educational  institutions,  to 
the  end  that  duplication  may  be  avoided  and  that 
wTork  done  here  may  be  of  recognized  value  should 
the  student  be  inspired  to  go  on  to  further  endeavor 
in  other  organizations.  It  is  planned  to  hold  occa¬ 
sional  meetings  of  the  whole  body  of  our  instructors, 
as  well  as  smaller  group  conferences.  A  meeting  of 
particular  interest  was  held  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  at  which  the  instructing  staff  was  addressed 
by  Dr.  Colin  A.  Scott,  of  the  Boston  Normal  School, 
,  on  the  topic,  “Social  Education.” 

In  the  course  in  Salesmanship  and  Business 
Efficiency,  Mr.  N.  C.  Fowler,  Jr.,  who  has  so  suc¬ 
cessfully  conducted  the  classes  of 
the  past  three  years,  was  unable 
to  serve  and  has  been  succeeded 
by  Air.  H.  Whitehead,  an  expert 
in  business  building  of  much  practical  experience, 
and  of  marked  power  as  an  inspirational  sales 
teacher.  Two  courses  have  been  conducted:  one, 
a  regular  course  of  lectures,  talks,  or  exercises,  sup-

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plemented  by  stage  demonstrations;  and  a  second 
or  advanced  round-table  course  in  which  there 
were  demonstrations  by  each  student,  providing 
opportunity  for  presentation  of  his  particular  and 
immediate  problems  and  the  very  valuable  com¬ 
ment  and  questioning  of  fellowT-students,  in  ad-

dition  to  the  leadership  and  suggestions  of  the 
instructor.  At  every  point,  talks  by  experts 
supplemented  the  presentations  of  the  instructor, 
and  in  all  demonstrations,  the  parts  were  taken 
by  practical  business  men,  every  day  engaged  in 
doing  the  things  which  they  demonstrated.  The 
complete  stage  equipment  of  The  Union  Hall 
was  utilized  to  make  the  pictures  more  real.  A 
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special  ad¬ 
visory  com¬ 
mittee  of 
prominent  ed¬ 
ucators  and 
business  men 
has  also  as¬ 
sisted,  and 
thanks  are 
due  them  for 
a  most  cordial  interest  and  for  many  valuable  sug¬ 
gestions.

The  special  report  of  the  Supt.  of  Evening  Classes, 
Mr.  H.  M.  Duffill,  follows:— 

The  forty-fifth  season  of  the  Union’s  Evening  Classes  was 
inaugurated  on  September  12,  1913,  by  a  large  class  preparing 
for  civil  service  examinations  for  letter  carriers  and  railway 
mail  clerks.  The  value  of  the  Union’s  method  of  self-help  and 
co-operation  along  educational  lines  has  been  given  greater  prom¬ 
inence  than  ever  before. 

Several  groups  or  classes  have  been  formed  by  members  having 
a  common  interest,  the  most  prominent  examples  being  the  Art 
Club,  by  members  from  the  Freehand  Drawing  Class,  the  Shoe 
and  Leather  Class,  organized  by  young  men  employed  in  the 
shoe  and  leather  trades,  the  Class  for  Experienced  Salesmen,  giv¬ 
ing  a  post-season  opportunity  for  members  of  the.  regular  Sales¬ 
manship  Course,  and  a  class  for  the  study  of  Advanced  German. 

The  classes  in  Elementary  French  and  Spanish,  English  for 
Beginners,  and  Advanced  Shorthand  have  arranged  to  continue 
their  studies  beyond  the  close  of  the  scheduled  courses. 

The  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Freehand  Drawing  Class  has 
been  stimulated  by  the  formation  of  the  Art  Club,  which  has 
entertained  its  friends  at  several  socials  during  the  season. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  the  Freehand  Drawing  and  Sign 
Painting  Classes  will  be  held  on  April  8,  1914. 

During  the  year  the  Elocution  Class  has  given  a  number  of 
public  recitals,  and  the  Debating  Club  has  participated  in  several 
joint  debates.

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DANCING  AND 
DEPORTMENT. 


The  class  in  Dancing  and  Deportment  opened 
this  year  October  2,  and  great  interest  was  shown, 

as  evidenced  by  the  large  enrol¬ 
ment  of  eighty-four  members  for 
the  first  term.  Three  terms  of 
eight  lessons  each  were  offered  at  a  fee  of  $2  a 
term,  or  $5  for  those  who  subscribed  for  all  three 
terms . 

Special  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  movements  of 
each  dance,  and  no  pains  were  spared,  even  at  the 
risk  of  constant  repetition,  to  make  each  member 
thoroughly  familiar  with  all  the  steps.  The  demand 
from  the  class  was  for  social  dancing,  and,  accord¬ 
ingly,  social  dancing  and  deportment  were  made  the 
basis  of  the  year's  instruction. 

The  young  people  were  asked  to  assist  in  the 
conduct  of  the  class  by  choosing  a  host  and  hostess — 
by  lot — and  ushers  for  the  evening. 

The  year  closed  with  an  extra  “Season's  End 
Party,”  which  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Gibbs  served  as  the  regular  teacher, 
and  the  success  of  the  class  was  due  in  no  small 
degree  to  her  expert  instruction,  unusual  patience, 
and  great  skill  in  management.  As  before,  Miss 
Grace  R.  Thurston  kindly  volunteered  her  services, 
acting  as  chaperon,  and  gave  invaluable  assistance 
in  supervising  the  class  and  in  aiding  individual 
members. 

The  class  has  had  the  supervision  and  guidance 
of  the  same  special  committee  that  has  directed 
this  work  since  its  organization  three  years  ago,  and 
it  has  seemed  to  those  in  charge  that  this  year  has 
been  the  most  successful  season.

Many  visit  the  reading-room  during 
the  noon  hours,  from  twelve  to  two  o’clock,  the 
down-town  location  of  our  building  making  it 
easily  accessible  to  a  large  number  of  young  men  in 
the  business  district. 
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The  usual  work  of  administration,  getting  the 
books  ready  for  circulation  and  use,  the  publicity

BOOKS  tion  of  our  readers,  and  other  work  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  a  library  successful  has  been 
attended  to  with  zeal  and  energy.  Lists  of  new 
books  have  been  published  frequently  in  “The 
Union  Bulletin"  and  similar  publicity  has  been 
given  the  list  of  periodicals  provided  for  the  read¬ 
ing-room.  This  list  comprises  forty-three  weeklies, 
sixty-four  monthlies,  three  semi-monthlies,  and 
seven  quarterlies.  Nineteen  daily  newspapers  are 
also  received  and  placed  on  file.  Current  numbers 
of  Century,  Harper’s,  Scribner’s,  Outing,  Atlantic, 
and  World’s  Work  are  issued  for  home  reading  each 
month.

The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  gratifica¬ 
tion  for  the  continued  interest  shown  in  this  de¬ 
partment,  which  has  been  maintained 
at  its  customary  high  level.  The  new 
wing  of  the  building  has  made  pos¬ 
sible  a  much-needed  expansion  of  our  work,  and  the 
members  have  been  cpiick  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  many  added  privileges,  including  bowling-alleys, 
billiard-room,  hand-ball  and  squash  court,  bath 
rooms  and  model  locker  rooms. 

The  Gymnasium  has  long  been  regarded  as  an 
invaluable  adjunct  of  all  institutions  engaged  in  the 
uplifting  and  upbuilding  of  young  men,  and  es¬ 
pecially  is  this  true  at  the  present  day  when  modern 
ideas  and  scientific  methods  prevail  in  the  field  of 
physical  culture.

To-day  the  Union  Gymnasium  is  a  centre  of  great 
athletic  interest,  and  this  is  in  no  small  measure 

owing  to  the  activities  of  the  Sub- 

COMMITTEE  committee  on  Physical  Culture, 

composed  of  a  representative  group 
of  our  members  who  have  voluntarily  given  their 
time  and  thought  towards  making  the  Gymna¬ 
sium  second  to  none  in  its  usefulness  to  its 
patrons.  Their  many  suggestions  have  been  of 
value,  and  their  activities  have  developed  a  more 
cordial  and  intimate  relationship  between  the 
members  and  the  officers  and  committees. 

The  physical  work  has  been  in  immediate  charge

of  Mr.  Oliver  L.  Hebbert,  Director,  and  Mr.  Ross 
E.  Browning,  Assistant;  and  the  increasing  interest 
and  enthusiasm  of  our  members  in  general  athletics 
and  class  work  is  ample  proof  of  the  efficiency  of 
these  instructors. 

The  attendance  in  the  Gymnasium  proper  during 
the  year  has  been  80,000,  a  most  gratifying  and 
significant  showing. 

The  regular  class  drills  are  especially  popular, 
those  of  the  evening  often  taxing  the  main  floor  to 
its  full  capacity.  The  class  work  includes 
calisthenics,  dumb-bells,  Indian  clubs, 
MUSIC  wands,  high  bars,  parallel  bars,  horizontal 
bar,  German  horse,  Swedish  box,  vaulting, 
tumbling,  inclined  and  horizontal  ladders,  boxing 
and  wrestling. 

The  Union  is  the  headquarters  of  the  new  Gym¬ 
nastic  Dancing,  a  feature  which  from  a  modest 

beginning  has  grown  to  large  pro¬ 
portions,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  innovations  in  our  course  of 
training.  Men  of  all  ages,  and  boys,  have  found 
this  novel  form  of  athletics  a  most  fascinating  and 
beneficial  exercise.  Business  men  have  been  quick 
to  seize  the  opportunity  to  get  rid  of  brain  fatigue, 
soft  muscles,  and  torpid  liver,  and  they  have  shown 
remarkable  proficiency  in  the  large  classes  devoted 
to  this  special  feature.  Instructors  from  other 
gymnasiums  throughout  the  State  come  for  special 
teaching  in  this  branch,  and  our  classes  frequently 
give  exhibitions  elsewhere.  On  one  occasion  fifty 
y.  M.  c.  A.  instructors  came  for  instruction  in  the 
new  dancing,  and  on  another  occasion  the  Junior 
Class  from  the  Springfield  y.  m.  c.  a.

Exhibitions  were  given  in  our  own  building,  and 
in  nearby  y.  m.  c.  a.  and  other  gymnasiums,  in 
all  of  which  our  members  showed  the  fine  results  of 
their  careful  training.  A  new  feature  of  the  Union 
athletic  work  is  the  opportunity  extended  to  out¬ 
side  organizations  to  use  our  Gymnasium  at  stated 
times.  Music  for  the  class  work  has  been  supplied 
by  Miss  Sadie  M.  Gash  and  Miss  Frances  I. 
Borowski,  whose  proficiency  in  the  special  require¬ 
ments  of  this  post  has  greatly  contributed  to  the 
attractiveness  of  these  drills. 

A  special  department,  equipped  with  all  the  neces¬ 
sary  apparatus  and  appliances,  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  candidates  for  the  Fire  and 
Police  service.  Classes  in  charge  of 
Mr.  J.  J.  Smith  meet  Tuesday  and  Thursday  even-

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ings.  The  class  is  continually  increasing  in  numbers, 
and  the  record  of  95  per  cent,  of  its  members  pass¬ 
ing  their  examinations,  one  with  a  perfect  mark  of 
100  per  cent.,  needs  no  further  comment. 

The  class  for  boys  on  Saturday 

FOR  BOYS  mornings>  in  charge  of  Mr.  Hebbert, 
affords  a  safe  form  of  recreation  and 
exercise,  which  parents  of  growing  boys  much 
appreciate. 

All  members  of  the  Gymnasium  are  urged  to 
take  the  physical  examination  to  which  they  are 
entitled.  Advice  is  given,  and  a  routine  of  exercise, 
prescribed  by  the  Physical  Director,  is  of  special 
value  in  correcting  physical  defects  and  in  develop¬ 
ing  for  special  requirements.  In  complex  cases,  this 
examination  is  supplemented  by  consultation  with 
a  physician  or  specialist.  Re-examination  from 
time  to  time  is  valuable  in  showing  the  progress 
made  by  the  pupil. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Surgeon-General  of 
Massachusetts  a  series  of  three  lectures  was  given 
in  the  Gymnasium  at  9.30  p.m.,  after  the  regular 
class  work  of  the  evening.  Large  numbers  of  our 
members  attended  and  gained  much  valuable  in¬ 
formation  concerning  outdoor  life  and  personal 
hygiene,  in  camp  and  upon  the  field,  as  well  as 
practical  information  upon  various  phases  of  mili¬ 
tary  life. 

Camp  Hubbard,  provided  through  the  courtesy 
of  Mr.  Charles  W.  Hubbard,  is  situated  on  the 

Charles  River  about  a  mile  above 

THE  CAMP  Riverside,  and  furnishes  oppor¬ 

tunity  for  holiday  or  week-end 
outings.  By  special  arrangement  all  Union  mem- 
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bers  are  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Riverside 
Recreation  Grounds.  Canoes  may  be  hired  at  a 
discount,  and  use  of  the  swimming-pool,  bowling- 
alleys,  pool-room,  tennis-court,  and  other  accom¬ 
modations  may  be  secured  at  reduced  rates. 

The  Massage  Department  has  continued  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Victor  Nyquist,  graduate  of  Jonkop- 
ing,  Sweden,  formerly  with  the  Lundin  Turkish 
Baths.  Under  his  expert  direction  all  members 
of  the  Union  may  enjoy  massage,  electric  baths  • 
and  vibration,  special  vapor  baths,  medical  gym¬ 
nastics  and  chiropody.

Six  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
children  were  our  guests  on  this 
occasion,  and  seventy-seven 
others — who  could  not  attend  in  person — received 
substantial  gifts.  President  Locke  opened  the 
exercises  with  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  little 
guests. 

A  clever  magician  amused  the  children  with  his 
tricks,  and  members  of  the  Union  Gymnasium  gave 
evidence  of  their  acrobatic  agility.  Vice-president 
Baldwin  made  a  delightful  Santa  Claus;  there  was 
lusty  singing  by  the  children,  a  goodly  supply 
of  cake  and  ice  cream,  and  a  generous  bundle  of 
clothing  and  other  things  for  every  guest  to  take 
home. 

Miss  Elise  S.  Johnson  has  continued  in  charge 
of  the  special  Social  Service  work,  and  its  efficiency 
is  largely  due  to  the  intelligence  and  fidelity  which 
have  characterized  her  administration. 

The  Employment  Department,  another  impor¬ 
tant  branch  of  our  work,  has  been  most  judiciously 
operated  by  Mr.  Herbert  C.  Bronsdon,  whose 
special  report  follows: —

594  applications  for  employment  have  been  re-

316  were  referred  to  places  in  response  to  427 
applications  from  employers,  and  201  were  em¬ 
ployed. 

In  addition,  by  arrangement  with  Mr.  Whitehead, 
instructor  of  the  class  in  Business  Efficiency  and 

Salesmanship,  a 
special  commis¬ 
sion  for  the  Metz 
Auto  Company 
was  undertaken. 
Ap  pi  i  c  a  tion  s 
were  received  by 
our  department 
for  positions  as 
salesmen,  and 
from  some  246 
applicants,  selection  was  made  of  40  candidates, 
who  were  organized  into  a  special  class  for  in¬ 
struction  in  Salesmanship  as  a  prerequisite  to  em¬ 
ployment. 

The  number  of  applicants  placed  in  positions  is 
not  as  large  as  in  some  previous  years,  because  the 
demand  has  been  for  a  superior  grade  of  employees 
who  cannot  always  be  secured. 

A  special  Sub-committee  of  Members — see  Appen¬ 
dix,  page  63 — has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  de¬ 
partment,  contributing  valuable  suggestions  and 
assisting  in  placement  work. 
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In  vocational  problems,  the  assistance  has  been 
continued  of  a  special  Advisory  Board  of  practical 

business  men — see  Appendix,  page  63 — •

PROBLEMS  with  whom  appointments  for  confer¬ 
ence  may  be  arranged.  The  depart¬ 
ment  has  also  profited  by  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  the  Boston  Vocation  Bureau,  and  of  the  Employ¬ 
ment  Managers’  Association,  and  is  indebted  to 
both  organizations  for  suggestions  and  assistance. 
In  connection  with  our  Educational  Department,  it 
has  been  possible  to  aid  to  some  extent  in  vocational 
studies  conducted  by  the  Educational  Committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  by  the  Women’s 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union. 

Lack  of  funds  has  prevented  a  systematic  “  follow 
up”  of  those  placed,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 

“  FOLLOW  UP  ”  near  ^ufure  it  may  be  practical  to 

provide  for  this  important  feature 

and  for  a  more  careful  and  systematic  study  of  the 
many  interesting  phases  of  the  problems  of  choice 
of  vocation,  securing  employment,  progress,  change, 
and  re-employment. 

In  addition  to  the  efforts  to  secure  employment 
for  many  unfortunates,  Mr.  Bronsdon  with  intelli¬ 
gent  consideration  has  supplied  clothing  in  a  number 
of  cases  of  need,  and  visits  have  been  made  both  by 
members  of  the  Union  and  by  some  of  the  employed 
staff  in  numerous  cases  of  illness. 

The  Committee  has  the  co-operation  of  many  of 
the  churches  in  its  endeavor  to  interest  young  men 
in  regular  church  attendance,  and  would  very  much 
appreciate  any  further  assistance  that  may  be  offered 
in  this  direction.  The  importance  of  a  connection 
with  some  church  is  urged,  and  aid  is  given  in  ob- 
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taining  seats  in  the  particular  churches  which 
members  desire  to  attend. 

Our  Board  and  Lodging  lists  continue  valuable 
to  those  in  search  of  such  accommodation,  and  in 
many  other  more  personal  and  intimate  ways  we 
have  tried  to  be  both  social  and  serviceable.

article  i. 

Title. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  “Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 


ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  Members. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming 
to  believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinc¬ 
tion  of  sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this 
Society;  but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Society  who  has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of 
one  year,  at  least,  previous  to  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members. 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on 

t/ 

such  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  pre¬ 
scribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual,  Subscription,  Sustaining,  and  Life  Members. 

All  persons  cpialified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be 
admitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon  the 
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payment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue 
members  of  this  Society;  upon  the  payment  of  jive  dollars 
annually,  shall  become  and  continue  subscription 
members;  upon  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  annually, 
shall  become  and  continue  sustaining  members;  and 
all  subscription  members  who  shall  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  in  five  or  less  annual  installments  shall 
become  life  members  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
twelve  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from 
members  of  the  Society,  and  shall  constitute  the  Board 
of  Government.  Four  directors  shall  be  elected  each 
year,  each  to  serve  three  years. 

On  or  before  February  15  of  each  year  the  President 
shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  make  nominations 
for  vacancies  to  be  filled  at  the  regular  annual  meeting. 
The  committee  shall  report  its  nominations  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  on  or  before  March  1.  Other  nominations  may  be 
made  by  filing  nomination  papers,  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Secretary  on  or  before  April  1,  signed  by  not  less 
than  150  members  entitled  to  vote  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting. 

The  Secretary  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Union  Rooms,  immediately  upon  receipt  by  him,  the 
list  of  names  of  the  candidates  presented  by  the  nomi¬ 
nating  committee,  and  the  names  of  other  candidates 
properly  presented,  and  shall  provide  suitable  ballots 
containing  the  names  of  all  candidates.  Only  those 
placed  in  nomination  as  herein  provided  shall  be  eligible 
for  election. 

Immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  and  organize,  and  shall 
choose  from  their  number  a  President,  Vice-President,  Sec- 
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retary,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  for  the  ensiling 
year.  All  the  above  officers  so  elected  shall  serve  for 
the  terms  respectively  named,  and  until  their  respective 
successors  are  elected. 

Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Government, 
and  any  director  so  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  and  the  election  of  his  successor. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  offices  of  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretarv,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  filled  for 
the  remainder  of  their  terms  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Government  shall  have  power  to  appoint, 
subject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  com¬ 
mittees  from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem 
expedient. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable 
rooms,  centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second ,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment, 
promote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third ,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth ,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con- 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in 
the  vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational 
preferences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  in¬ 
formation,  and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement 
to  those  who  come  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to 
guard  them  against  temptation,  to  surround  them  with 
Christian  influences,  and  to  interest  them  in  the  cul¬ 
tivation  of  a  religious  life. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of 
officers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April. 
The  Board  of  Directors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the 
Society  from  time  to  time;  and  they  shall  call  such 
meetings  whenever  requested  so  to  do  by  the  written 
application  of  any  seventeen  members,  stating  the  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  such  meeting  is  to  be  held;  said  meetings 
to  be  called  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Board  may  deem 
expedient,  having  previously  given  reasonable  notice 
thereof.  Seventeen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
of  the  Societv  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Permanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds 
of  the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent 
Fund,  may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and 
shall  at  the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the 
character  of  the  trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing. 
Vacancies  occurring  at  any  time  hereafter  in  the  number 
of  said  trustees  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the 
time  being. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Amendments. 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended 
at  any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or 
amendments  shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at 
one  meeting,  at  least,  prior  to  that  at  which  they  are 
to  be  acted  upon.

ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by 
vote  of  the  Board.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  order  of  the  President,  Secretary,  or  any  two 
Directors. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Officers. 

The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Society  shall  be  respectively  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Government. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  shall  have  such  further  duties  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  delegated  to  him  by  the  Board.  In  case 
of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President,  his  duties 
shall  be  discharged  by  the  Vice-President. 

The  Secretary  shall  issue  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  keep  a  record  of  such  meetings. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  Society, 
shall  collect  its  funds  and  disburse  them  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Board.  He  shall  present  to  the  Board  a 
Monthly  Report  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances, 
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and  shall  prepare  for  presentation  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society  a  complete  report  of  the  financial  operations 
of  the  year.  No  money  shall  be  paid  by  him  except  by 
the  authority  of  the  Board  or  approval  in  writing  of  some 
member  of  the  committee  under  whose  direction  the 
expenditures  were  made. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  six  standing  commit¬ 
tees,  which  shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  whole  Board.  The  President  shall 
be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  the  standing  committees. 
Each  committee  may  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board,  such  sub-committees  as  it  shall  deem  fit, 
provided,  however,  that  each  sub-committee  shall  be 
subject  in  its  action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board  to 
which  it  is  subordinate.  The  six  committees  shall  be 
constituted  as  follows : — 

1.  Committee  on  Finance — which  shall  have  charge 
of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and,  with  the 
treasurer,  shall  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring 
funds.  It  shall  provide  a  proper  audit  of  all  books  and 
accounts. 

2.  Committee  on  Rooms — which  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  Union  Building  and  rooms. 

3.  Committee  on  Members — which  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  admission  of  new  members,  and  shall 
organize  means  for  increasing  the  membership  of  the 
Society.  It  shall  have  supervision  of  all  clubs  formed 
for  sociability,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  entertainments. 

4.  Committee  on  Education — which  shall  organize 
and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs,  classes,  lectures,  and 
meetings  for  instruction  or  discussion,  secular  or  religious, 
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both  public  and  private.  It  shall  have  general  charge  of 
the  Library  and  its  equipment. 

5.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture — which  shall 
have  the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium,  of  athletic 
sports  and  games,  and  other  measures  for  promoting  the 
health  of  the  members. 

6.  Committee  on  Social  Service— which  shall  organ¬ 
ize  means  for  providing  members  and  others  with  employ¬ 
ment,  with  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in  churches,  and 
shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works  of  benevo¬ 
lence  undertaken  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
institution  and  of  its  operation  during  the  preceding 
year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  committee  to  keep  a  de¬ 
tailed  account  of  its  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  its  sub-com¬ 
mittees,  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretarv  of  the  Societv. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Arnendments  to  By-Laws . 

The  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  that  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  assent  thereto;  but  no  alteration, 
addition,  or  amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same 
meeting  at  which  it  is  proposed. 
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
